But as there ate 4 
other relations in which mankind may be con- | 
ſidered as ſtanding in to God, beſides juſt that | 
primary univerſal one of a Creature to his Crea- 
nnn and circumſtances of 


Dail. - ſome. 
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ſome one People may differ from that of another, 
or from their own at different times and periods, 
They may, on this account, be conſidered as 
more or leſs connected with God, and, accord- 
ing to the different diſpenſations of his Provi- 
dence towards them, more or leſs ſharers of his 
paternal care and affection; and thus the title of 


His People may be more applicable to ſome than 


to others, or to the ſame people at one time 
more than at another; and It may come to paſs 
in this ſenſe, that In the place where it was ſaid 
unto them, Ye are not my People, there ſhall they 
be called the Children of the Liveing God. 

Theſe words are quoted by the Apoſtle from 


the Prophet Hoſea, as relateing to the recep- 


tion of the Gentiles into the church of Chriſt; 
and for the better underſtanding them, I ſhall 
conſider the import of the Phraſes made uſe of, 
and how they are applicable to the caſe of the 

Gentile world. | 
Firſt, the Gentiles are here ſaid net to be 
the People of God, which is to be underſtood 
with a ſpecial reference to their not being 
comprehended in the Jewiſh diſpenſation ; by 
which that nation was diſtinguiſhed from all 
other nations, and. on that account ſtiled God's 
feculiar People, while: the reſt (who did not 
ſtand in the fame relation to him, nor partook. 
; of 
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of the benefit of thoſe particular privileges and 
advantages he had vouchſafed 70 them) are re- 
preſented as Strangers, as Aliens, and as not be- 
ing his People, becauſe they were not ſo in the 
fame ſenſe by any particular covenant and Polity 
as the Jews were, for He fhewed his word unto 
Jacob, his flatutes and ordinances unto Iſrael, but 
he had not dealt ſo with any other nation, neither 
bad the Heathen knowledge of bis laws. 

And it is with reſpect to the ſame notion 
and manner of ſpeech, that it is ſaid in the latter 
part of the text concerning the Gentiles, - that 
they ſhall be called, The Children of the Liveing 
God; alluding to their being received into cove- 

nant by the Chriſtian Diſpenſation as well as the 
Jews, and enjoying all the valuable privileges, 
and extraordinary bleſſings of it, equally with 
them, whereby they became entitled to the ſe- 
veral appellations (once appropriated to the 
Jews, but now equally applicable to all, by vir- 
tue of the Chriſtian covenant) of Servants, Sub- 
jects, People, and Children of God, who alſo in 
like manner was denominated their God, their 
King, therr Father, according to the riches of his 
grace wherein he had abounded towards them, thut 

they ſhould be fellow heirs, and of the ſame body, 
and partakers. of his promiſe in N by his Goſpel, 
wha 
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who though - ſometimes alienated, and enemies in 
their minds by their wickedueſs, are no more ſtran- 
gers and foreigners, but fellow citizens with the 
Satuts, and of the houſehold of God, on whom the 
father hat beſtowed ſuch manner of love, that they 
ſhould be called the Sons of God, haveing received 
adoptron of Children by Jeſus Chriſt ts bimſelf.— 
All which expreſſions are relative to the mercy, 
and love of God, in admitting the Gentiles to 
the privileges of the kingdom of Chriſt, and are 
correſpondent to what is declared in the text. 
That in the place where it was ſaid unto them Ye 
are nat my People, ther? ſhall they be called the. 
Children of the Liueing Gad. 
But though the original condition of the 
Gentiles, without the benefit of the Chriſtian 
diſpenſation, and the new and nearer alliance 
to God, into which they were to be received by 
the terms of Chriſtianity, be what is primarily 
intended by their unt being his People, and by 
their becoming the Children of God; yet there is 
a ſecondary ſenſe, connected with, and conſe- 
quent to the former, in which theſe expreftions 
may be aptly applied to their moral character, 
and in reference to which the Heathens may be de- 
noted, as not being the People of God; a charac- 
ter very expreſſive of the fad ſtate the world was 
a 2, 
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in, before men had the advantage and aſſiſtance 
of a revelation to open their eyes, and to turn 
them from darkneſs to light, and from the 
Power of Satan unto God: For there was ſuch 
groſs ignorance among them of the nature of 
God, of any juſt method of worſhipping and 
ſerveing him, and of the whole ſyſtem of duty 
and obedience that was oweing to him, that it 
might be well faid of them, that they were 


without God in the world. Not that God had 


ever left himſelf at any time without a witneſs, 


and his rational creatures unprovided of means 


ſufficient to diſcover his being, and the duty 
they owed to him; for ſo much as this is im- 
plied in the very endowment of Reaſon and Un- 


derſtanding, and is abſolutely requiſite in the 
character of moral agents, placed in a ſtate of 


diſcipline and tryal, and accountable to their 
Creator for their conduct and behaviour in it; 
but yet it was true that the rule of life and

worſhip, contained in natural religion, did be- 


come notoriouſly ineffectual, and of little uſe; 


and why it did ſo, is not hard to be accounted 
for, in creatures liable to the ſeveral influences 
of Prejudice, Paſſion, Example and Habit, who _ 


could chuſe whether they would exert their 


_ reaſon againſt them, or give themſelves up to, 


be

be ſo governed by didn, as to be brought into 
fach a ſtate of depravity and ignorance, as to 
have little ſenſe of the fundamental articles of 
religion and morality. And ſuch in fact was the 
caſe of mankind, they were either in total ig- 
norance as to the plaineſt and moſt momentous 


truths, or in ſuch habitual inattention with 


relation to them, as differed in its nature and 
effects but little from it. Not likeing to retain 
God in their Knowledge, Idolatry and Poly- 
theiſm prevailed, and from ſo fundamental an 
error, it was impoſſible but the groſſeſt ſuper- 
ſtitions muſt enſue, and the reſult be ſyſtems 
of belief and worſhip the moſt contrary to, and 
ſubverſive of the very foundation of all piety and 
virtue. It was not to be expected that the Pa- 
gan theology could afford any rational diſtinct 
notion of divine worſhip, In the multiplicity of 
Gods their vain imaginations had ſet up as ob- 


| jets of it, ſome were of a voluptuous ſenſual 


character, others of an auſtere, ſanguinary, ty- 
rannical one; ſome were n higber than of the 
animal race—Birds and four-footed beaſts, and 
creeping things; and others not /o 4:gh, being 
without life and ſenſe, idols of gold, and ſilver, 

and braſs, which could neither ſee, nor hear, 


or walk, And this variety of Deity introduced 
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a medley of rites and ceremonies trifling, ob- 
ſcene, or cruel, and as much diftering from one 
another, as they all did from the true eſſential 
ends of worſhip. And, with ſuch diſhonourable 
and unworthy notions of their Gods, it could 
not be, but that a depravity and corruption "of 
manners, would follow. For it is an eſſential 
principle with men, to imitate the object they 
worſhip, and eſteem, and ſtand in awe of; fo 
that Religion itſelf, in them, tended to give a 
wrong and vicious turn to their minds, helped 
to pervert, and confound their natural conſcience 
of moral Good and Evil, and gave a kind of 
ſanction and authority to any the moſt groſs im 
moralities; ſo that it was no wonder, if the wor- 
ſhippers were, as St. Paul deſcribes them, For- 
nicators, Adulterers, Thieves, Covetous, and 
Drunkards, when the Gods they worſhipped 
were themſelves no better,. - no wonder, that 
they, who were ſo alienated from a ſenſe of God, 
through the ignorance that was in them, ſhould 
alſo be alienated from the Life of God, giveing 
themſelves over to laſciviouſneſs, to work all 
uncleanneſs with greedineſs. To men of this 
character in religion and morals, ſo devoted to 
ſuperſtition, that the moſt abſurd rites prevailed 
in their worſhip, and fo depraved in manners, 

B that 
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that the moſt eſſential parts of morality were 
almoſt univerſally, and with publick approba- 
tion and allowance, tranſgreſſed, —confidering 
them thus in a direct and immediate oppoſition 
to God by their idolatry and vice, and the Ex- 
preſſion of the Text, that they were not the 
People of God, ſevere as it is, appears but too 
well adapted, and expreſſive of the wretched. 
ſtate the world was in. | 

But under the Chriſtian diſpenſation, man- 
kind are diſtinguiſhed by a different title ; they 
are called the Children of the Liveing God, de- 
noting their improvement in knowledge and 
practice, under the influence of Chriſtian prin- 
ciples, and the change that a real and effectual 
belief of the Goſpel would infallibly produce in 
them, with reſpect to the two great articles, the 
worſhip of the one true God, and righteouſneſs 


of life, in both which, they who under Pa- 


ganiſm had been ſo corrupted and defective as to 


be unworthy of the name of the People of Gad, 


might, by the helps of Chriſtianity, come to 
have ſuch right notions as to be diſtinguiſhed by 
the higher title of his Children, Children of the 
L?veing God, in oppoſition to /:feleſs Idols, and 
dead men deified, whoſe worſhippers, ſervants, 
and Children, they before were, faying to 2 

'  ftock, 
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ſtock, thou art my father, and to a ſtone, thou 
haſt brought me forth. For there is an imme- 
diate tendency in the doctrines of Chriſtianity, 
to recover mankind from all Idolatrous and 
falſe worſhip, and to put a ſtop ta the fatal ef- 
fects it had on the manners and practices of the 
world : What it teaches of the Being of God, 
and his Providence, of his moral government 
and terms of ſalvation, is fitted to extirpate every 
principle of Superſtition, every notion of immo- 
rality and licentiouſneſs, and to plant in their 
room a juſt awe and veneration of the Deity, 
with ſuch a ſenſe of duty and moral obligation, 
as hath a natural tendency to promote the virtue 
and perfection of mankind. By being taught the 
truth as it is in Chriſt Jeſus, Men, even the Il- 
literate, have more uſeful apprehenſions of the 
nature and perfections of God, than were gene- 
rally attained to by the learned among the Pa- 
gans, — they have the cleareſt and moſt excellent 


rules to recur to for the direction and govern- 


ment of themſelves, and they have infinitely 
ſtronger motives to engage their attention, and 
obſervance of them, than any it was poſſible they 
could have from the unaſſiſted powers of reaſon 
and natural underſtanding. Well then might 


the reception of the Goſpel, with theſe advan- 
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tages, for reformation and improvement, be ſup- 
poſed to effect a change of character in men in 
their prineiples— their diſpoſitions— their de- 
figns and purpoſes, and they on this account 
very aptly be repreſented as becomeing new crea- 
tures, created after God in righteouſneſs and 
true holineſs, or as it is in the text, The Children 
of the Liveing God. 

To the words thus conſidered, as implying 
the efficacy and univerſality of the Chriſtian 
diſpenſation, the event may perhaps be objected, 
and the queſtion put—why in an eſtabliſhment 
deſigned to bring all mankind into one condition, 
and under one character, there are ſo many 
who have never come to the knowledge of it 
at all, and ſo many of thoſe who have, on 
whom it has failed to have its proper effect.—lt 
were indeed to be wiſhed that the lives of Chri- 
ſtians were more anſwerable in practice to the 
opportunities and motives their religion lays be- 
fore them, of moral improvement; but that it 
has not conſtantly this effect on its profeſſors, 
though it may be matter of reproach and ſhame 
to them, ought not to be made any of objec- 
tion and prejudice againſt Chriſtianity itſelf. 
The Goſpel has laid before men inſtructions 


and motives proper to inform, and POT. 
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and no otherwiſe can religion be offered to intel- 
ligent creatures. It points out to them a me- 
thod by which they may exalt and dignify their 
nature, but if through their own fault— their 
inſenſibility—inattention, and ungoverned paſ- 
ſion, ſome individuals do not arrive at the Per- 
fection of Chriſtians, this is not concluſive 
againſt the wiſdom of the inſtitution, whoſe 
declared purpoſe is to bring all men to repen- 
tance and newneſs of life, and to the neareſt 
relation they can have to God, by being holy, 
as he is holy.— The Grace of God, which 
bringeth Salvation, haveing appeared unto all 
men, that denying ungodlinefs and worldly luſt, 
they ſhould live ſoberly, righteouſly, and godly 
in this preſent world, and ſo become the Chil- 

dren of the liveing God. | 
But if men will object, that Chriſtianity does 
not anſwer the character of a religion deſigned 
to be thus univerfal, becauſe there is a great part 
of the world that are in total ignorance of it, 
and have not fo much as heard of the name of 
Chriſt, the fact muſt be owned, (the intent of 
this preſent aſſembly is an acknowledgment of 
it) but it muſt not be admitted. a juſt preſump- 
tion againſt the gracious intention of God, that 
he willeth all Men to be faved, and to come to 
the 
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the Knowledge of the truth. For unleſs we 
could be certain that the Goſpel would not ſome 
time or other be extended, and the knowledge 

of it hereafter be communicated to the ſeveral 
nations of the world, its not being ſo at preſent 
is not a ſufficient ground to conclude a failure in 
the promiſes, and predictions of its univerſality, 
any more than the delay of the %% promulga- 
tion of it, was ſo in reſpect to the prophecies, 
which foretold our Saviour's comeing into the 

World, and the anſwer in both caſes is the ſame, 

—that known unto God are all bis works from the 

beginning of the world, and, that it 1s not for us 

to know the times and the ſeaſons, which the Father 
hath put in his own power, and will undoubtedly 
beſt determine by his own unering wiſdom. 

The method of God's proceeding in the plan 
of the Chriſtian diſpenſation, has been from the 
beginning gradual ; it was promiſed and pre- 
pared for long before the commencement of it 
in fact, and conducted through ſeveral changes 
of diſpenſations according to the different cir- 
cumſtances of the world, till it was made mani- 
feſt in the fulneſs of time by the appearance of 
our Lord and Saviour ; and we ought to believe 
that it will advance in the ſame manner by ſuc- 
ceſſive gradations to that perfection it is intended 

for 
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for in its final conſummation, and that the far- 
ther ſtep towards it by the enlargement of its 
extent and influence among the nations which 
have not hitherto been bleſſed with the know - 
ledge of it, will be taken in ſome future time, 
even at that time, and in that manner that ſhall 
fully juſtify the truth of the promiſes, and ma- 
nifeſt the infinite goodneſs and wiſdom of the 
Supreme Being. This is the immediate conclu- 
fion that is to be made from the preſent confined 
ſtate of Chriſtianity; but from this there follows 


another, worthy our conſideration, and relative 


to the buſineſs of this ſociety, and that is—that 


it is the duty of every one-to help forward, as 


he is able, this great work of the Propagation 
of the Goſpel, that its way may be known upon 
earth, its ſaveing health among all nations. For 
whatever is believed to be the intention of God, 
and in the plan of his providence, This it is un- 
doubtedly our duty to promote, and to qualify 
ourſelves to be conducive to the accompliſhment 
of, as far as he has put it in our power to be ſo. 
Not becauſe God's purpoſes do need affiſtance 


(or can fail for the want of it) from his weak | 


dependant creatures, but becauſe He :has been 
Pleaſed to appoint them to be his inſtruments, 
in great meaſure, in the government of the 

world 
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world they belong to, and has made a great 
part of their buſineſs and tryal here, to conſiſt 
in the executing the plans of wiſdom and good- 
neſs, preconceived, and formed in his all-com- 
prehenſive mind; ſo that by applying our abili- 
ties, of knowledge, power, wealth, or what- 
ever elſe they be, in ſubſerviency to his defigns, 
we make that uſe of them' they were given us 
for, and pay the obedience due to our Maker, 
God, by extraordinary means, and by his 
own immediate agency, often makes a begining, 
and prepares matter for his creatures to work 
on, but after that, the reſt is left to its ordi- 
nary courſe, to be effected by ſecond cauſes, by 
human prudence and induſtry; and this eſpe- 
cially ſeems to be the courſe he- has taken for 
the diſperſion of the knowledge of Chriſtianity 
through the world. As long as any particular 


interpoſition was neceſſary for its ſupport, it 


pleaſed God to interpoſe in an extraordinary 
manner, but when by this means it was fo 
eſtabliſhed, as that .it could be maintained and 
Propagated by more natural means, the extraor- 
dinary ones ſeem in great meaſure to be with- 
drawn, and the farther teaching and propa- 
gating of it left in charge to all Chriſtians to 
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the end of the world, as a truſt which they are 
made accountable to God for. 

It is not therefore to be looked upon as a 
matter of mere choice, whether we will concern 
ourſelves in promoteing the knowledge of Chri- 
ſtianity. It is a duty to promote it in the 
manner and way We have opportunity for it, 
as the inſtruments of God, who has revealed his 
will to ſome of his creatures, in order that others 
of them might be, by their means, made ac- 
quainted with it, and be more effeQually taught 
how to live rationally in this world, and happily 
in the other. On this principle was this ſociety 


firſt formed, and it may be expected will ever 


find ſupport among thoſe who have any right 
underſtanding of their Chriſtian obligations ; for 
with /uch there can be no doubt concerning the 
duty of propagateing religion in the world, and 
of promoteing the enlargement of Chriſt's king- 
dom upon earth, and if they ſhould have any of 
the efficacy and uſefullneſs of this eftabliſhment 
for that end, the accounts annually publiſhed of 
its progreſs, examined and compared together, 
will bear teſtimony in its favour, and be ſuffi- 
cient, with any candid enquirer, to remove all 
prejudices of this kind. For there it may be 
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ſeen what has been done, and is every day do- 


ing for the improvement of the ſtate of religion 
in every part of our American ſettlements, - hovr 


much the congregations of Chriſtians have been 
ſtrengthened and increaſed in thoſe parts under 
the care and protection of this Society, and what 
provifion has been made by the eſtabliſhment of 
a uſefull and numerous miniſtry, maintained by 
their bounty, for haveing all who call them- 
ſelves Chriſtians well inſtructed in the principles 
of their religion, and taught the truth as it is in 


_ Chriſt Jeſus; a proviſion not more neceſſary for 


the perpetuateing Chriſtianity where it has been 
already received, than conducive to a farther re- 
ception of it, and its being made manifeſt to- 
them who have not yet aſked after it. And this 
is what the Society hath been wiſely intent upon, 
according to the inſtructions of its Charter, to 


have in the firſt place a well formed church 


among Chriſtians themſelves, as preparatory to 
that other branch of it, the propagateing the 
Goſpel among Infidels ; for the more pure 
Chriſtianity is ſet forth, and the better taught 
the profeſſors of it are, the more likely is its 
light to ſhine among thoſe who fit in darkneſs, 
and they the ſooner and more effectually to be 


brought 
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brought from their Idolatrous worſhip to ſerve 
the Liveing God. And may God grant that 
Chriſtianity may be dayly takeing farther poſſeſſion 
of the world, with fuller efficacy, and greater 
extent, that thoſe who are already His People 
may grow more conformable to his laws, and 
that thoſe 0h are not may become ſo, and receive 
inheritance among them that are ſanctified in 
- faith by Jeſus Chriſt,

This Society was compoſed, by the Charter, of 
the Chief Prelates, and Dignitaries of the Church, 
and of (ſeveral other Lords, and eminent Perſons in 
the State, with a Power to elect ſuch others to be 
Members of the Corporation, as they;'or the ma- 
jor Part of them, ſhould think beneficial to their 
charitable Deſigns ; and they immediately applied 
themſelves with great Zeal and Anerity to the 
good Work; and after adjuſting Preliminaries in 
the Choice of Officers, and ſettling ſtanding Or- 
ders and Rules for their more regular Proceeding, 
they ſubſcribed every one of them according to 
their ſeveral Ranks and. Diſpoſitions, an Annual 
Sum to be paid to their Treaſurer for the gene- 
ral Uſes of the Society; and choſe new Mem- 
bers, and gave out Deputations, according to the 
Powers in the Charter, to receive and collect the 
Donations of all charitable and well-diſpoſed Per- 
ſons towards this moſt pious Deſign: And thro' 
an eſpecial Bleſſing, this Work of the Lord hath hi- 
therto proſpered in their Hands, Many more than 
One Hundred Thouſand of our own- People, In- 
fants and Adults, and many Thouſands of Indians 
and Negroes have been inſtructed and baptized.

among them; and then he returned to Sr. Jahn :

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Lord's Day throughout the Year, except when 
he. viſits the other | Harbouts, or when, through 
the Extremity of the Cold in Winter, his Con- 
gregation doth not come together: And in the 
Lent Seaſon he reads Prayers on 2 eſdays and 
Fridays, and catechizeth the Children before the 
Congregation; when he ſometimes alſo reads 
one or other of the Homilies, with which they 
are well pleaſed, and, he hopes, edified. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Langman's Notitia Parochialis, 
there are in Sr. Jobn , Town about 1100 Men, 
Women, and Children, many of whom are 1r:/h 
Papiſts, who come thither as Servants, and are 
kept in tolerable good Order by the Care and 
Induſtry of the Magiſtrates; and ſome of them 
come now and then to Church. Within a Vear 
from the Date of his Letter, he had baptized 
about 50 Children, buried 37 Corpſes, and 
married. 10 Couple; and his aher Communi- 
cants are 30. He had diſpoſed of all the Bibles, 
Common Prayer- Books, and other good Books, 
and ſmall Tracts which the N had been 
pleaſed to ſend him for that Prpoſe; and the So- 
e ordered another Pa 4 w be ſege hem 
by ſame good End, of which ſome Tracts 
againſt Polling will make 2 Part. 
The Rev. Mr. Lindſay, the Society's Mit. 
fronary at Trin!ty Bay, writes in his Letter dated 
 Noember the 7th; 1760, that he had proceeded 
with chis beſt Endeavours and Diligence in the 
Duties of his Mifſion, and read Prayers and 
preached every 3 he trulted in God, to 
the 
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the Good and gradual Edification of his Hear- 
ers; and he had baptized 8 Male and 14 Fe- 
mate Children within the Year; but writes fur- 
ther, that tired with the Hardſhips of the Mif- 
fion, and labouring under ſome particular In- 
conveniences for want of an Englith Servant, of 
which there is ſo great a Scarcity there; that he 
-cannot get one to live with him, he hopes the 
Society would excufe him, if he ſhould quit the 
Miſſion and come over into England, which he 
ſoon after did; and by a Petition dated London, 
December 30, 1760, prayed the Society to ex- 
cuſe, and to order the Payment of his Salary up 
to Chriſtmas laſt; to which the Society con- 
ſented, and gave him leave, if he would, to 
return to his Miſſion early this Spring; but 
with this Mr. Lindſay hath declined to comply, 
and therefore another Miſſionary will be ſent 
by the Society to the Church of Trinity Bay, 
as ſoon as conveniently may be. 


Nova Scotia. | 
The Rev. Mr. Breynton, one of the Society 
Miſſionaries to the Engli/b there, by his Letter 
dated Ha/rfeax, October 26, 1760, informs the 
Society, that his Brother Miſſionary, Mr. Mood, 
having happily recovered his Voice, he had 
taken an Opportunity of viſiting four diſtinct 
Townſhips, vig. Eaſt and Weſt Falmouth, Her- 
ton, and Corieallis; at all which he officiated 

according to the Liturgy of the Church of Eu- 
gland, and preached to numerous Congregations, 
though the Inhabitants are many of them Diſ- 
ſenters; 
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ſenters ; and he could produce ample Teſtimo- | 
nials of their Acceptance of his Labours, and of 
their earneſt Deſire to ſee him again on the fame 
pious Occaſion. On his Return to Halifax, he 
found Governor Laurence dead; a great Lofs 
to the Colony, to the Church, and to Mr. 

Breynton himſelf: The Governor, according to 
him, being poſſeſſed of every natural Endow- 
ment and acquired Accomplithment that could 
adorn the Seat of Government, and to his other 
laudable Qualities was added, that of Sincerity 
in Religion, and of a zealous Regard to the 
eſtabliſhed Church. The General Aſſembly of 
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the Province of Nova Scotia addreſſed him on 


the 5th Day of Januar) 1760, to uſe his In- 
tereſt with the Lords of Trade, and with the 


Society, that a Miſſionary of the Church of 
England, who underſtands the German as well 


as "the Engl:ſb Language, if ſuch a Clergyman 
could be procured, but if not, an Exgliſb Cler- 
gyman, as alſo an Engliſh Schoolmaſter, might 
be ſent thither, with proper Appointments for 
their Maintenance; the People, under their 
preſent Circumſtances, being unable to ſupport 
them : rr. Governor Laurence, in his Letter 


of June 17th, 1760, on this Subject, deſired, 
that the Miſſionary may be an itenerant one, 

whoſe chief Refidence ſhould be at Lumenburgh ; 
and if he proves to be a Man of a good Life and 
a good Underſtanding, he will be of great Ser- 


vice in his Viſitations of the Settlements now 


e towards bringing over the People, 
among 
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among whom there is a Variety of Opinions at 

reſent, to thoſe of the eſtabliſhed Church : 
With this Requeſt the Society are moſt willing 
to comply, and are endeavouring to find a Cler- 
gyman and a Schoolmaſter with the proper 
Qualifications, who will undertake theſe Em- 
ployments in their Service, for which they will 
make them a ſuitable Recompence. Mr. Breyn- 
ton and Mr. Wood aſſure the Society, in a joint 
Letter of Dec. 13th, 1760, that their Miſſion 
is in a moſt promiſing Way. The Church at 
Halifax (called St. Paul's) is almoſt finiſhed in 
a neat and elegant Manner; and the Province 
Laws, in Regard to the Eſtabliſhment of Re- 
ligion, are as favourable to the Church of En- 
Send as the Circumſtances of the Colony will 
admit; and there will be at leaſt 5ooo Perſons 
in the out Settlements this Year, moſt of whom 
they have reaſon to believe would profeſs them- 
ſelves Members of our Church, provided pious 
and prudent Miſſionaries ſhould be ſettled among 
them; and in the mean Time, Mr. Breynton 
and Mr. Wood promiſe to make it their conſtant 
Endeavour to eſtabliſh Peace and Unanimity 
among them, and to extend their Miſſion as far as 
pofſible ; they having nothing ſo much at Heart, 
as the Furtherance of qur moſt holy Religion, 
and the approving themſelves worthy of the 
great Truft repoſed in them.

The Church of Norwalk make their grateful 
Acknowledgments to the Society, by their Let- 
ter dated January the 18th, 1760, for-the Ap- 
pointment of he Rev. Mr. Leaming, late the 
Society's Catechiſt to the Church of Newport in 
Rhode Iſland, to be their Miſſionary, for whom 
they have incloſed the Glebe Land, built a Barn, 
dug a Well, and repaired the Houſe, with his 
Aſſiſtance, in a decent Manner; and they have 
great Hopes, that his pious Labours will do 
much Good among them, as his exempl 
Life and conſtant Attendance on the Duties of 
his holy Calling, gain him the Efteem of them 
all. The 4 of the Church of England,

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Approbation, as often as may be conſiſtent with 
his Duty in other Places ; and in a Letter from

only on the Lord's Day, but on Week Days, 
and by baptizing ſeveral hundreds of their Chil- 
dren, and above fifty Adults, and by catechi- 
zing upon all proper Opportunities: and there- 
fore he humbly hoped that the Society- would 
confider him for thoſe Labours.

9 5 Miſii an is ſo near them, as to lee them 
to come thither without neglecting eie proper 
Pariſhes; that, in this Diſtreſs, they invited the 
Rev. Dr. Smith, Provoſt, of the College in Phi- 
ladelphia, to come and preach to them, who, 
out of Compaſſion to their Spiritgal Wants, en- 
couraged —5 to lay — fore the Society, 
which they then preſumed to 7 ; and humbly 
pray, that the Society would be ſo good as to 
grant them a Miſſionary to reſide at Reading, 
where a Church is already built by the Engli/h 
and the Sewedes, who join with them in this Pe- 
tition : And, in order to induce the Society to 
this, they will oblige themſelves to pay yearly 
60 Pounds Penn{yfuanian Money (about 30 
Pounds Sterling) over and above what the So- 
ciety may be pleaſed to allow to ſuch Miſſionary, 
and to give him all the further Epcouragrmenp 
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in their Power. And Dr. Smith, in' a Letter 
dated Auguſt 26th 1760, writes to the Society, 
that the Subſcribers to. this Petition are per- 
ſonally known to him, he having officiated to 
them, and been preſent at their ſubſcribing the 
Petition, and he knew them to be both able and 
willing to make good their Engagements; and 
he gives it as his moſt fair and candid. Judg- 
ment, which, he adds, was alſo the Opinion of 
all the Epiſcopal Clergy in a late Convention, 
that there is no Place in that Colony where a 
Miſſion is more wanting, than at Reading, the 
chief Town. of the County of Berks, about 60 
Miles from Philadelphia, ſettled moſtly with 
Germans, without any Engliſb Miniſter reſident 
in it; while the Rom:/h Prieſts on the one hand, 
and on the other the Sectaries dependent on the 
Quakers, are buſy in nite: the Inhabitants 
to their particular Tenets. This the Society 


. will uſe their beſt Endeavours to prevent as ſoon 


as may be, by the Appointment of an able and 
worthy Miſſionary, to teach them the Way of 
God in Truth,

they having before occaſionally rewarded him 
for his extraordinary Services in his Viſits to ſe! 
veral Pariſhes in that Province; he having agreed 
with the Veſtry of his Pariſh, in every Year to 
reſerve to himſelf four Sundays, to be employed 
in other Pariſhes, beſides the Places which he 
can attend on common Days; and in a Fort- 
night or three Weeks he has gone ſometimes 
through two or three Counties, (each County 
being a diſtin Pariſh) and been every Day 
employed in preaching and baptizing: And not 
very long before the Date of his Letter, he had 
been out as far as the Borders of South Carolina, 
and had fo great a Number of Auditors from 
both Provinces, that they were obliged to aſ- 


ſemble under the Trees, and in one Day he

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baptized 32 Children and Adults, among whom 
were five free Mulattoes. 8 
The Rey. Mr. Read, the Society's Miſfionary 
in, Craven County, returns his hearty Thanks to 
the Society, by a Letter dated Newburn, March 
the 5th 1760, for their Appointment of him to 
that Miſhon, in which he is happy in the Love 
and Eſteem of his Pariſhioners, and performs 
his Duty much to their Satisfaction, as their 
Certificate in his Favour, dated March the 3d 
1760, teſtifies ; it ſets forth, that Mr. Read had 
ſerved the Cure of that Pariſh for more than ſix 
Yeats, and, during that Time, he had dili- 
gently attended the Pariſh: Church, and eight 
Chapels ſituated at great Diſtances from it ; and 
he had given them great Satisfaction by a regu- 


lar and exemplary Life, and by a faithful Diſ- 


charge of his Duty: And in a Letter dated June 
the 26th 1760, Mr. Read tranſmits his Noritia 
Parachiahs, in which he computes that the 
White Inhabitants of the Pariſh are about 2500, 
of whom 1800 are Members of the Church of 
England, the reſt Proteſtant Diſſenters of va- 
rious Denominations ; except about nine or ten 
Papiſts; Indians there are none, but he is afraid 
moſt of the Negroes (about a thouſand) may too 


juſtly be reckoned Heathens; it being impoſſi- 


ble for the Miniſters in ſuch extenſive Pariſhes to 
perform their more immediate Duties in them, 
and find Time ſufficient for thoſe poor Creatures 
Inſtruction, and very few, if any, of their Maſ-

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Number of White Children he had Gd 
from February the 7th amounted to 114, beſides 
eleven Black ones; and the Communicants in 
his ſeveral Congregations were 139. 

The Rev. Mr. f. Bol the Society's Miſſionary 
in Chowan County, returns his hearty Thanks 
for his Appointment, and acknowledges in his 
Letter of May the 5th 1760, the Receipt of a 
Box of Books, together with the Inſttuctions of 
the Society, to which he promiſes, with the 
Aſſiſtance of God's Grace, to adhere ftriftly ; he 
had not before kept an exact Account of the 
Numbers which he had baptized, nor of the 


Communicants, but he will do it for the futate; 


and he computes, that he had baptized, ih the 
twelve months preceding, not leſs than 300 per- 
ſons, and the Number of Communicants in his 
ſeveral Congregations are not leſs than too, 
which he has the ſatisfackion to ſee inctedfing 
already in the Pariſh Church, and he hopes to 
ſee the ſame in the other Parts of his Miſſion.

The Rev. Mr. Harriſon, the Society's Miſ- 
fionary at St. James's Gooſe-Creek Pariſh, writes 
in his Letter of April the 14th 1760, that he 
had baptized, fince the Date of his preceding 
Eetter, nineteen Children and five Negroe A- 
dults, and he had thirty-two White and twenty- 
eight Black Communicants ; but that the War 
in which they were unhappily engaged with the 
Cherokees, made it impoſlible for him to inform 
the Society at preſent, with any Degree of Cer- 


| tainty, of the N umber of Inhabitants in that

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Pariſh ; he can only fay in general, that they 
are greatly increaſed, many of the Frontier Peo- 
ple having, for the greater Security, come and 
ſettled among them.

The Rev. Mr. Baron, the Society's Miſſionary 
at St. Bartholomew's Pariſh, acquaints the So- 
ciety, by his Letter dated June the 20th, 1760, 
that his Pariſhioners had built two very hand- 
ſome Brick Chapels, which were fo far finiſhed 
as to be fit for public Service two Years ago, but 
ſome Ornaments within are yet wanting, to- 

ther with Bibles and Common Prayer Books 
2 the Reading-Deſk, which he deſires may be 
fent him, and be deducted out of his Salary : 
that he officiated alternately in theſe Chapels, 
which, with the other occaſional Duties in fo 
large a Pariſh, is a great Fatigue, but he bleſſes 
God, he can pretty well endure it, and thinks 
himſelf happy in his Miſſion, in which he ſhall 
always endeavour to teſtify his Gratitude to the 
Society, by ſparing no Pains to anſwer their 
pious Defigns : In good Hopes of which, and 
to encourage him to it, and in Approbation of 
his good Intention in relation to the Bibles and 
Common Prayer Books, the Society hath ordered 
them, to be ſent him upon their own Account.

The Rev. Mr. Zouberbubler, the Society's 
Miſſionary at Sævannab in Georgia, in his Letter 
dated © Sub the 14th, 1760, laments, that the 
Heat 90 the Climate, and the Fatigue of 14 
Years paſtoral Labours in it, have ſo affected his 
Conſtitution, as to render his Strength more and 
more unequal to the great Duty of his Miſſion; 
and he had been * late afflicted with ſuch: a 
Train of Diſorders, that his Friends and the 
Phyſicians thought nothing but a Change of 
Climate can reſtore his Health, But 
for the Intereſt of Religion, and for his Pa- 
riſhioners, had determined him- to remain in it 
to Chriſimas, by which Time he hoped the So- 
ciety would appoint him a Succeſſor, which his 
Pariſhioners bkewite carneſtly requeſt, in a Let- 
ter of the ſame Date, and, in Recommendation
